Wayne County Community College’s 
new Western Regional Center in Van 
Buren Township will feature a wide 
range of vocational programs when it is 
due to open Sept. 3. 

Complementing a broad roster of 
liberal arts and science offerings, the 
new 117-acre college will feature such 
curriculum specialities as Commercial 
Vehicle Maintenance & Diesel Engine 
Repair, Heating, Air Conditioning & 
Ventilation, Building Operations Man- 
agement and Electrical/Electronics 
Technology. 

“Wayne County Community College 
has served the Western Wayne County 
communities since its inception in 1969” 
says Dr. Julius R. Brown, Western Re- 
gional Director. A veteran of two major 
campus launches, the college’s Dow- 
nriver Center (Taylor) and Downtown 
Regional Center (Detroit). Dr. Brown is 
quick to point out that the key to success- 
ful career-academic programming is to 
provide marketability.’ 

“In developing the premiere schedule 
of classes for our new campus, we began 
by assessing the career profiles, the in- 
dicators of where the work was in to- 
day’s job market” says Brown. “It’s no 
secret that specialization is the key . par- 
ticularly at a time when so many indi- 
viduals within our state are laid-off or 
unemployed. It made sense for Wayne 
County Community to play a key role in 
the ‘re-training- sector, especially by

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Lombardi resigns from Board 

Supt. Bedell: One of the best I’ve ever worked with 


Shirley A Lombardi, recently elected 
as secretary of the Romulus Board of 
Education, resigned last week as a 
member of the board. 

Mrs. Lombardi, who completed a 4- 
year term, and began her second term 
on the board last month submitted her 
resignation to Superintendent of Schools 
William Bedell. 

The statement didn t give a reason for 
Mrs. Lombardi’s resignation, and She 
was not available for comment. Howev- 
er, Mrs. Lombardi reportedly was per- 
turbed over a recent debate in City 


Worried about a possible contempt 
citation and orders to pay unauthorized 
overtime charges, the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners was saved 
from another threat — one of many re- 
cently from the courts, Sheriff William 
Lucas or his deputies — when the State 
Supreme Court l^te on Aug. 27 granted 
the Board a reprieve against Iower- 
court orders to immediately pay for the 
disputed cost. 

The Supreme Court decision came to 
the Board near the end of a five hour 
client-counsel meeting when options 
were being considered for reaction to an 
order from Circuit Court Judge Irwin 
Burdick that the Board immediately 
pay. 

Earlier in the week. Burdick ordered 
the Board to pay by Aug. 28 or face con- 
tempt of court, and implying possible 
imprisonment at the same jail staffed 
by deputies seeking the overtime pay 

In addition to the reprieve, according 
to the County Office of Corporation 
Counsel, the Supreme Court asked the 
State Court of Appeals to explain why it 
did not grant the reprieve first re- 
quested from them 

Burdick s recent order was reaffirm 
ing June ruling that went to the Appeals 
Court because much of the disputed 
overtime has been for staffing services 
that the Board officially discontinued in 
F ebruary 

A report presented at the client- 
counsel meeting from the County Board 
of Auditors show r s that the Sheriff s dept 
since then has spent $1.1 million for un-

Michigan’s economy, new home 
buyers and Michigan home builders 
have benefited from a timely decision 
made last winter by the state Treasur- 
er’s office to invest in borne mortgages, 
according to leaders of Michigan's 
home building industry 

I don t know what we would have 
done without it. said Wilber Zvlstra. 
president of the Michigan Association of 
Home Builders Though high interest 
rates have made this past year a vicious 
one for those who need housing and 
those of us who supply it. it would have 
been much worse without the foresight 
of the Governor and the state 
Treasurer 

On January 30. the state Department 
of Treasury announced a plan to invest 
up to $100 million in residential mort- 
gages in Michigan Morgage rates to the 
homebuyer were pegged at 12-7 8 per 
cent and builders throughout the state 
flocked to their lenders seeking commit- 
ments for the funding 

The department's goal was to stimu 
late the construction industry in Michi- 
gan and to help in providing adequate 
housing for Michigan residents 


While most of the funds have been util- 
ized. 12-7 8 percent mortgage loans are 
still available until September 30 
through a number of builders who still 
have reserved commitments 
Retirement system investments in 
mortgages have not benefited only new 
home buyers and builders It has served 
to keep a major sector of Michigan's 


State law requires 
seat belts for kids

A new state law has the potential of saving many young children in Michigan 
from death or injury in traffic accidents. 

The law requires that children under the age of four be secured in seat res- 
traints while riding in motor vehicles 

It is a fact that the use of passenger 
restraints in automobiles greatly im- 
proves traffic safety. Even though this 
has been well documented, most people 
neglect to take this simple precaution. 

This negligence is especially alarm- 
ing when it means that small children go 
unprotected It has been estimated that 
properly used child restraints could pre- 
vent 91 percent of the preschooler 
deaths and 78 percent of the preschooler 
injuries in car accidents. 

Yet a recent series of studies in 
Michigan has shown that a very low per- 
centage of infants and toddlers are prop- 
erly restrained in cars — in some studies 
as few as five percent were restrained 

The State of Michigan, through its Traffic Safety Information Council and in 
cooperation with numerous child passenger safety associations, has been among 
the leaders in efforts to promote the availability and use of restraints for chil- 
dren 

Unfortunately, without law to support them, they have had only moderate 
success. 

Infants, under the new law. will specifically have to be kept in a special, 
protective restraint seat that meets federal safety standards Children up to four 
years old will have to be in a seat restraint if sitting in a front seat . or be using a 
seat belt if in the rear seat. 

The law allows the Secretary of State to exempt children for whom the use of 
the required child seating system would be impractical because of physical 
unfitness, medical problems or body size; but would name other means for the 
protection of those children. 

Violation of the law could result in a fine of as much as $10 However, the court 
could wdive the fine if the violator supplied the court with evidence of the 
purchase of an approved child seat restraint before the appearance date of the 
citation 

A violation would not result in points being assessed aganst a person s driver’s 
license 

The law does not apply to non-Michigan residents who travel in this state. 

It is important that II motor vehicle passengers, particularly children, wear 
safety restraints Motor vehicle accidents are the greatest single killer and 
crippler of young children in this state and in the nation Approximately 800 
children under the age of five are killed and 48.000 are seriously injured in the 
U S each year while they are passengers in cars and other vehicles. 

Children are more vulnerable than adults because they have a higher center of 
gravity and can become high speed projectiles in a crash In a 20-mile-pei -hour 
crash, an unrestrained 15 pound infant would be hurled forward with a force of 
300 pounds, a crash impact w'hich compares w ith a fall from a third floor window. 

The new’ law will promote the wearing of seat belts in a general way Although 
ictual enforcement of the law could be difficult . the existence of the law r w r ould be 
iseful in driver education and in publicity campaigns Aw areness of the need for 
jassenger restraints will be generally increased 

Parents will be more likely to secure their children in restraints and will be 
nore likely to wear seat belts themselves by way of example

Edmond Phillips on Tues., Aug. 26 in 
hopes of ironing out a contract before 
the 1981-82 school year got underway, 
Phillips came out of the huddle and re- 
ported that the bargaining meeting was 
brief and involved no change in position 
of either party.

Harkai pointed out 
that 67 percent of those teachers voting 
must approve the strike and. 4 * if 
approved a one-day warning strike 
would be held Sept. 14 
“And , if the board and our negotiators 
don’t make any substantial progress to- 
ward a contract after that, then we

would walk out on Sept 28 Harkai 
warned 

In the meantime, the Van Buren Pub- 
lic Schools released a survey showing 
comparative salaries of local teachers 
to that of those in neighboring communi- 
ties. 

“The question has been asked how 
Van Buren teachers' salaries now com 
pare with neighboring school districts.'' 
the release states. “As some nearby 
school districts have not settled teacher 
contracts for next year, last year ( 1980- 
81) will be used for comparison pur- 
poses. 

“To simplify the analysis, maximum 
pay for a teacher with a Master 's degree 
will be used In most cases, such max- 


imum is reached after 10 or 11 years 
service with the district In most dis- 
tricts. Master's degree maximum is a 
salary position occupied by a growing 
number of staff memebers 
“For the 1980-81 master degree max 
imum annual teachers salaries in the 
Van Buren area are as follows Willow 
Run ($24,568). Lincoln Consolidated 
($25,498), Ypsilanti ($26,385). Van 
Buren ($27,349). Plymouth-Canton 
($27,515). Wavne- Westland ($27,825) 
Romulus ($28,850) and Huron ($29,027) 
“Van Buren's master-degree max 
imum salary of $27,349 compares favor 
ably with the average of the listed dis 
tricts — $27,127’ . the press release con- 
cludes 


Last month, the Van Buren Board of 
Education acknowledged that negotia- 
tions impasse has existed and im- 
plemented its current offer in the bar- 
gaining which resulted in teacher salary 
increases of 5 r \ for the 1978-80 year and 
another 5^ for the 1980-81 school years 

The salary schedule will be increased 
another 5% for the 1981-82 school year 
starting with the school year school offi- 
cials said 

However, the VBEA teachers have 
stood steadfast on their demands for a 13 
percent yearly increase, arguing that 
the board refuses to recognize that cost 
of living and inflation have eroded most 
of if not all of the scheduled salary in- 
creases.

Batting for charity 
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As seen by local educator 


China and its students in

A school system with more than 16 
million secondary students and 800,000 
elementary students grappling with de- 
clining enrollment ' 7 

\ group oi Michigan educators, in- 
cluding Wayne- Westland School Supt 
Di Timothy Dyer, went half way 
around the world to find that all too 
familiar problem facing some educa- 
tors in the People’s Republic of China 
Describing his month-long visit to 
Mainland China as an experience he 


could never forget Dyer found the 
Chinese educational system quite 
similar to ours However, one notic- 
able difference is that secondary educa- 
tion ends at age 16. unlike the American 
educational system, which has teens in 
school through age 18 

They expressed quite an interest in 
our program for 17- and 18-year-olds." 
Dyer explained of his meeting with 
Chinese educators. ' They're very good 
in elementary education , but they’re not 
pleased with the work within secondary 
schools There’s a serious debate over 
changing educational requirements to 


include two more years." 

According to Dyer, repetition plays an 
important part in the elementary prog- 
ram, but a gap develops at the secon- 
dary level, where students “start to 
think and problem solve." Compound- 
ing the problem is a high unemployment 
rate among those in their late teens. 

A "flat concept of mobility" also has 
an effect on the Chinese, who. unlike the 
American belief that if you don’t go to 
school and work hard, you won’t get 
ahead, believe that "you go to school 
and work hard to stay on the job ’ 

"It was a fascinating experience, but

it reinforced in my mind that in a free 
society you have to make allowances for 
choice and mistakes." Dyer said The 
Chinese don’t allow for mistakes. 

"The Chinese use standardized test- 
ing to determine along the way what you 
will be If you have the aptitude for that, 
you’ll do it There’s a national consensus 
that you do it for the country. 

There’s a national pride a commit- 
ment to make China a better place ...a 
responsibility to the country As such 
there appears to be no mechanism to 
jump around in careers unlike ours 
which allows for career changes." 

According to the superintendent . a big 
thing among the Chinese are adult 
education programs, called leisure 
time However, the program doesn’t 
offer what Americans would consider le- 
isure classes The leisure refers to the 
fact that the schooling is taken on the 
person ’sown time, and it is to learn new 
skills relative to the job, not for job re- 
tooling 

"Chinese educators realize that they 
are going to have to rethink that con- 
cept, and some officials already are be- 
ginning to grasp that concept," Dyer 
said 

Of China and its people. Dyer had no- 
thing but praise, saying: It’s a 
gorgeous country w ith beautiful terrain, 
and the Chinese people are the friend- 
liest people I’ve ever met." 

A "very curious" people, Dyer said 
the Chinese have a habit of staring at 
you" and that young people many times 


stopped members of the delegation to 
ask questions about America and Amer 
fcans. 

"Their motive is to learn and practice 
their English," he explained. "In fact, 
the most popular TV show is the English 
language instructional program ’’ 

A "pleasingly shocking" sight for 
Dyer were students and older Chinese 
sitting under streetlights after dark to 
study and read , an indication of the lack 
of such nicities as electricity that are 
taken for granted in the Unted States. 

The delegation, made up of 26 educa- 
tors from throughout Michigan, was 
headed up by State School Supt. Phillip 
Runkel and paid for by People to People, 
a cultural foundation set up by former 
President Dwight D Eisenhow r er. 

A personal thrill ” for Dyer was w hen 
the delegation visited the Great Wall, 
the only manmade structure on earth 
that can be seen from space and some- 
thing he has wanted to see since the first 
grade 

Something he knew intellectually, but 
didn’t realize emotionally was China's 
subtropical climate. With the Tropic of 
Cancer cutting through downtown Can- 
ton. Dyer found Chinese weather "very 
hot and very uncomfortable, but a 
chance to be informal" and dress about 
the same as the Chinese, who mostly 
wear dark pants and squared off shirts. 
Colors and prints in clothing were a 
rarity 

And when in China eat as the Chinese 
do, which included an almost Western

breakfast of eggs and toast and 12- 
course lunches and dinners "very nicely 
done, but very rich." Dyer candidly 
admits that not one member of the de- 
legation made it through the trip without 
some stomach problems and using chop- 
sticks made "eating a chore" for the 
superintendent, who by the evening 
meal had reverted to using a large soup 
spoon. 

While the Great Wall provided a wish 
come true for Dyer, flying on the 
Chinese national airlines provided a 
thrill of another kind. Shanghai, the 
fourth largest city in the world, has an 
airport no bigger than the airport in - 
Lansing or Marquette." and landing at 
it was much like a hawk diving for its 
prey, according to Dyer. 

A nicity like air conditioning in the

(Continued from Page A-4) 
airplane cabin in China is a fan that even 
the most hesitant of air travelers starts 
using soon after takeoff, he added. 

Most Chinese travel on foot or bicycle. 
There are virtually no cars on the 
streets, other than those of Communist 
party officials and dignataries. There 
are a few cabs, but if travel is a must, it 
is by bus or train; “virtually no one 
flies." 

And reminescent of warnings to 
travels south of the U .S . border, visitors , 
and even Chinese, don’t drink the water. 

“It’s a country of millions of Thermo- 
ses,” Dyer said. “There’s a Thermos of 
hot water and one of cold water in every 
hotel room in the country, which are 
changed throughout the night by atten- 
dants." 

Dyer recounted his experiences daily 
while in China on a dictaphone and is 
working on a paper that will be placed in 
the libraries of schools in the school dis- 
trict. It will be “one’s personal reflec- 
tions of China," recollections that in- 
clude the country’s greatest quality, 

* ‘the omnipresence of people , millions of 
people."

Rock should explode, what effect would 
it have on Huron Township 9 Romulus? 
Belleville, Sumpter and Van Buren 9 

Although there is no immediate con- 
cern or danger, officials are studying 
"safeguards” in case of any tradgedy 
and how to prevent a nuclear explosion 

Response procedures in the event of 
an emergency at Detroit Edison’s En- 
rico Fermi II Nuclear Reactor Plant in 
Flat Rock are being prepared by local 
agencies with meetings scheduled 
through September 24, according to an 
announcement today by Wayne County 
Commissioner William Sullivan, coori- 
nating the activities 

Sullivan said agencies from Flat 
Rock.Gibraltar, Rockwood. Browns- 
town Township, and Wayne County be- 
gan the series of workshops Tuesday at 
the Flat Rock City Hall to compile in- 
formation and prepare an Emergency 
Response Plan for both, a ten- and 20- 
mile radius around the facility in the 
event of a malfunction. 

"This program" the Commissioner 
added, “is required by FEMA (Federal 
Emergency Management Agency) be- 
fore the plant can receive nuclear fuel 
Target date for the plant’s opening is 
November, 1982. A simulated disaster 
exercise has been scheduled for 
January." 

Workshops are under the supervision 
of Lt. James Tyler, Training, Education 
and Special Projects officer for the 
Emergency Service Division (ESD) of 
the Michigan State Police; Sgt. Jerry 
Piotroski, Regional Coordinator for the 
ESD and Diane Orgren. Work Shop 
Coordinator for the Civil Protection Sec- 
tion (Nuclear) of the ESD The State 
Police Team has already obtained 
FEMA approval of similar emergency 
response procedures at four other State 
nuclear plants. * 

According to Michell Kozak, Director 
of Wayne County’s Office of Emergency 
Preparadness, there will be four-stages 
of alert: 

(1) Notification. Each agency will be 
informed of incidental situations de- 
veloping at the plant such as a personnel 
strike, etc; 

(2) Alert. Agencies will be advised 
that something is happening such as a 
possible malfunction and are to stand by 
for further devleopments ; 

(3) Site Area Emergency. Emergency 
Operating Centers will be activated and 
agencies are to report for duty ; 

(4) General Emergency. All forces 
are mobilized. 

“Although locations for emergency 
operating centers have not been desig- 
nated as yet," Kozak said, “the 10-mile 
center is expected to be at the Erie Post 
of the Michigan State Police and the 20- 


mile center at the Emergency Pre- 
paredness Headquarters on the grounds 
of the Wayne County General Hospital in 
Westland " 

Kozak said the Federal Government 
has always required preparation of an 
emergency response program but all 
have been updated as the result of the 
recent Three-Mile Island Plant incident 
when a malfunction forced its closing 

“At the very worst." he explained, 
“there would be no explosion, but nec- 
lear fall-out might contaminate the 
atmosphere for a short time depending 
upon the wind direction Each 10- and 
20-mile radius surrounding the plant is 
divided into sectors and in the case of a 
fall-out, residents living within affected 
sectors will be asked to stay indoors, 
close their doors and windows for a spe- 
cified time, or evacuate the sector “ 

Agencies taking part in the workshops 
include Emergency Service Coordina- 
tors, Mayors, Township Supervisors, 
Wayne County Commissioner William 
Sullivan representing the Board 
Chairman; County Health Department, 
local EMS teams. County Social Ser- 
vices, Sheriff.

Landfill expansion is on hold

A decision on whether or not to recom- 
mend approval of the development of 
105 acres of land on the Wayne-Canton 
Township border as a landfill has been 
delayed until Sept. 14 at the request of 
the owners of the Woodland Meadows 
Landfill 

The Canton Township Planning Com- 
mission tabled a vote on the issue for two 
weeks to allow the owners time to sub- 
mit written responses to several 
township ordinances pertaining to land- 
fill developments, according to assis- 
tant planner David Nicholson. The re- 
sponses would provide the owners' 


reasoning for developing additional 
landfill next to an existing site as well as 
provided technical data required by the 
ordinances. 

The proposed landfill is adjacent to 
the current Woodland Meadows landfill 
site . and while owners speak of the prop- 
osal as an expansion. Nicholson said the 
Planning Commission is viewing it as a 
new site 

“As we understand the recommenda- 
tion thus far. it is a new site, not just an 
expansion." he said The rationale is 
that the property is bordered on the 
north by the Conrail tracks, which di- 
vides the two parcels. Lotz Road on the 
West and Hannan Road on the East.

One 
common lung test is for 
Forced Vital Capacity 
(FVC) — the amount of 
air forcibly exhaled after 
maximum inhalation. If 
you fail . or get a low' FVC . 
then heart problems also 
may be in your future. 

This new' warning is 
based on a 20-year study 
of more than 5.000 people 
in Framingham, Mass. 
Persons w'ho had the 
lowest scores while puf- 
fing into a spirometer (a 
machine used in lung 
tests) had the highest 
cardiovascular death 
rates This w r as true even 
when there w'as no other 
sign of heart or lung dis- 
ability. according to Dr 
William B Kannel of 


Boston University, over- 
seer of the survey 

— For nonsmoking 
men with no pulmonary 
disease or history of 
heart failure — but with 
very low FVCs — the 
death rate from car- 
diovascular disease was 
22 per 10 000. This com- 
pared to only 3 4 per 
10.000 far men w'ith high 
FVCs. 

— Mortality statistics 
for women were low'er. 
but the same ratio held 
true. 

—Congestive heart 
failure was closely 
associated with FVC. 
The relationship was 
"striking at all ages and 
for both sexes." said Dr. 
Kannel. He explained: 

‘ Even after adjustment 
for cigarettes and for ail 
the other risk factors, 
this was the case." Men 
with low FVCs had 8.2 in- 
cidents of cardiac failure 
per 1,000, while those 
with better tests had just 
under 2 per 1.000.

The landfill has caused considerable 
concern among residents living in the 
area of the site, who fear that toxic and 
hazardous wastes will be dumped there 
However, it now appears that such sub- 
stances already are being dumped at the 
current landfill and that the owners w ill 
seek a permit to accept such wastes at 
the new site. 

In a communication to the Wayne City 
Council, w'hich has hired a consultant to 
look into the current landfill and the new 
site to determine if they pose a threat to 
the community. Wayne Community De- 
velopment Director John Zeck. pointed 
out that as of Aug 13. the firm had yet to

As it stands now. the landfill proposal 
will remain on the back burner for two 
weeks, when the Planning Commission 
w ill have to come up with a firm decision 
on w hether or not to recommend that the 
Township Board of Trustees approve 
the development.

In addition to making a listing of items room by 
room, including contents of all drawers, closets and 
cabinets, the Institute suggests that a photo inventory 
be made to supplement the written one. 

The Institute points out that photos can add to the 
thoroughness of an inventory. Photos record details, 
shapes, colors and configurations that are difficult to 
describe in words. 

The cost of the items and the purchase date should 
be on the back of each photo. Photograpic records 
taken before and after damage, break-in. fire or other 
losses, also can help both the insured and the insur- 
ance company to replace the proper value of the lost or 
damaged items. 

When taking photos, it is important to remember to 
take plenty of shots, overlapping if necessary, so that 
nothing is missed. Many homeowners have found that 
home movies or videotapes also provide accurate re- 
cords of personal property. 

The written inventory, with date of purchase, costs, 
identifying number and other verification should be 
kept with photos, films or videotapes in a safe deposit 
box., 

• Determine the value of your belongings and your 
personal insurance needs ; 

• Establish the purchase dates and cost of major 
items in case of a loss ; 

• Identify exactly what w*as lost (most people can’t 
recall items accumulated gradually); 

• Verify losses for income tax deductions. 

So, don’t wait for disaster to strike or rely on your 
“photographic” memory. Make an inventory now If 
you already have an inventory, the Institute advises 
you to make sure that it is up-to-date

CHAPTER 501.5 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE UNIFORM TRAFFIC CODE FOR 
MICHIGAN CITIES, TOWNSHIPS AND VILLAGES 
WHEREAS . Recent amendments in the State Law relative to drunk drivers 
have brought about a revision in the Uniform Traffic Code ; and 
WHEREAS : The Uniform Traffic Code was adopted by the City of Romulus 
in it entirely ; and 

WHEREAS: Those revisions enhance law' enforcement in this area and the 
revision will be beneficial to the City of Romulus. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

SECTION 501.5-100 SHORT TITLE . Uniform Traffic Code Amendment 
SECTION 501 .5-200 CODE AMENDED . The City of Romulus hereby adopts by 
reference those amendments to the Uniform Traffic Code mandated by MCL 
257.951(4) assuring the identity of the City Ordinance with the provisions of 
Section 625 to 625(0 of the PA 300 (1949) as amended 
SECTION 501.5-201 MCL 257 951(4) reads as follows: ‘The provisions of the 
uniform traffic code promulgated pursuant to this act that relate to driving 
while under the influence of an alcoholic beverage or driving with impaired 
ability shall be identical to the provisions of section 625 to 625f of Act No. 300 of 
the Public Acts of 1949, as amended, being section 257.625 to 257.625F of the 
Michigan Complied Law's”. 

SECTION 501.5-300 PENALTIES . Any provision of this ordinance which de- 
scribes an act or omission which constitutes a civil infraction under the terms 
of the Michigan Vehicle Code, being 1949, P.A. 300, as amended, shall be 
processed as a civil infraction and any person found to have committed a civil 
infraction may be ordered to pay a civil fine of not more than $100 and costs in 
accordance with section 907 of the Michigan Vehicle Code 
SECTION 501.5-301 Violation of any other provision of this ordinance not 
constituting a civil infraction , as herein provided shall be punishable by a fine 
of not more than $100 or imprisonment for not more than ninety (90) days or by 
both such fine and imprisonment 

SECTION 501 .5-400 CONFLICTING PROVISIONS REPEALED Should, any 
section, clause or provision of this ordinance be declared by the Court to be 
invalid the same shall not affect the validity of this ordinance as a w hole or 
any part thereof, other than the past so declared to be invalid 
Section 501 .5-500 EFFECTIVE DATE . This ordinance shall become effective 
immediately upon publication in a newspaper of general circulation

PENALTIES THEREOF 

Section 1001 .1-100 Short Title : Criminal Code Amendment ( Romulus Public 
Library) 

Section 1001.1-200 Chapter 1001. Section 1001-2500. Section 1001-2600. Section 
1001-2700 and Section 1001-2800 of the Romulus Code of Ordinances are hereby 
repealed. 

Section 1001 . 1-300 Chapter 1001 of the Romulus Code of Ordinances is hereby 
amended to add new Section 1001-2500, Section 1001-2600, Section 1001-2700 and 
Section 1001-2800, Section 1001-2900, respectively, as follows: 

Section 1001-2500 Book Returns. No person, firm, corporation, or associa- 
tion shall willfully fail to return to the library any book, magazine, pamphlet, 
map, manuscript, picture, microfilm, phonograph records, or other property 
belonging to such library 

A. Failure to return a book, etc., within thirty (30) days after notice to 
return has been mailed shall, for the purpose of this ordinance, be deemed a 
willful and intentional violation 

B. After a book has been overdue for thirty (30) days, unless circumstances 
require that action be taken earlier, the Head Librarian shall notify the 
person who borrowed the book etc., by Certified Mail, at that person's last 
known address, that said book, etc., is to be returned forthwith 

C. It shall be a violation of this Ordinance for any person in possession of a 
borrowed book, etc., from the Romulus Public Library who changes his her 
address from the address given when borrowing a book etc. from the library 
to fail to notify the library of his/her address within ten ( 10) days after said 
change of address. 

D. It shall be a violation of this ordinance for any person to obtain a book, 
record, picture, *or any other item or documents, from the Romulus Public 
Library by the use of a false or fictitious name , address . telephone number or 
other such fraud or subterfuge.

Former prisoners of war who were in- 
carcerated for as short a period as 30 
days may now have certain disabilities 
accepted as having been incurred in ser- 
vice without having to furnish medical 
proof of that fact, according to the 
Veterans Administration.

Foster Care Homes 

Foster Care Homes continue to be a hot issue in communities all 
over Western Wayne County.

However, the heavy-handed methods used by some employees of 
the Department of Social Services and the Department of Mental 
Health in locating foster care homes in local communities de- 
serve the highest condemnation. 

Their secretive methods and lack of information supplied to 
local officials also is to be deplored. 

We believe that for the program to be successful there must be 
several things made clear right from the start. 

Number One , each community s elected officials and governing 
body must be informed and communicated with by state health 
agencies in charge of locating the foster care homes. Time after 
time local officials have informed us that they have received only 
partial iinformation or none at all about prospective placing of 
foster care homes in their community. Let’s communicate! 

Secondly, there must be some “elbow room” around the houses 
chosen as sites for occupants. Common sense must be used. Five 
or six mentally retarded persons cannot be thrust unsuspecting- 
ly on tightly-packed residential homes where even normal chil- 
dren have their share of difficulties.

It’s time to stop immigration

As a child of immigrant parents, I am 
a little uncomfortable about the conclu- 
sion I have come to But it now seems 
clear to me that it is time to call a halt to 
immigration into the United States 

Few political leaders and even fewer 
major news media are recommending 
such a course, but it is becoming in- 
creasingly clear that a national referen- 
dum on the issue would find a majority 
of the American people in favor of it 

During the Sixties and Seventies, ris- 
ing public awareness of air and water 
pollution, environmental degradation, 
and urban congestion led many young 
people to conclude that the quality of life 


in America was falling as the quantity of 
people was rising Movements for zero 
population grow r th reflected the general 
feeling that a future with smaller fami- 
lies still able to enjoy the same ameni- 
ties as their forebears was preferable to 
the kind of standing-room-only society 
envisioned in futuristic movies like 
Soylent Green " 

Many young couples, especially the 
better-educated, are still choosing to li- 
mite their families to only one or two 
children Reluctance to forego the wife’s 
income is often a major consideration in 
this area of two-earner families and low 
after-tax salaries , but many of our more 
idealistic young people are also restrict- 
ing their families out of a conviction that 


they must do their part to insure an un- 
crowded, ecologically balanced, pollu- 
tion-free future for all Americans 

But while the thoughtful were think- 
ing. events were overtaking them Look 
what happened in the Seventies Total 
population grew by nearly 12 percent 
The black population grew a little more 
rapidly — by 17 percent But these mod- 
est increases in the resident population 
were accompanied by a massive influx 
of immigrants This shows up as a 
dramatic growth in the population clas- 
sified as Spanish origin’ and ‘Asian 
and Pacific Islanders' in census statis- 
tics 

Of a total increase of 23 3 million from 
1970 to 1980. persons of Spanish origin 


accounted for 5 5 million The number of 
Asians tripled over the decade, account- 
ing for another 2 million of the gain 
What this adds up to is the fact that one 
out of three people added to the U.S 
population during the past decade were 
from these two groups 
Whatever progress was made by resi- 
dent Americans in their efforts to curb 
population growth was completely 
wiped out by the northward surge of 
Mexican illegals’ and the admission of 
the Vietnamese boat people' ’ and re- 
fugees from other countries like Cuba 
and Haiti While humanitarian consid- 
erations influenced these admission 
policies, it is clear that they were some- 
what corrupted by the obvious political 


motivations for admitting the Viet- 
namese and the Cubans, and the econo- 
mic benefits of low-cost labor. 

The most enthusiastic supporters of 
open immigration are low-wage em- 
ployers who extol the willingness of im- 
proverished foreigners to work harder 
for less money than U.S. citizens The 
fact that many of these defenseless peo- 
ple are subject to widespread abuse in 
the work place is justified on the 
grounds that they are still better off than 
their countrymen What this really 
means is that, over a period of time, 
standards of decency in America are 
being determined and degraded by eco- 
nomic conditions in lands over which we 
have no conttrol 
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The best — and fairest — solUtioVi to 
the population press is to confine* hll fu- 
ture immigration to the immediate 
families of American citizens! The 
alternative to this admittedly nationa- 
listic policy is to turn over control of the 
future of the United States to the random 
political and economic stresses of the 
world at large

I met the courageous man who 
could embroider one summer when I 
was staying with my dearest friend 
at her grandmother’s cattle ranch in

full time dispatchers as full time 
policemen?" 

As a professional law enforcement 
field officer and supervisor, and 
member of the Huron Township Fire 
Department before and during the 
period dispatcher service was intro- 
duced — I consider myself qualified to 
answer this question . Prior to provid- 
ing dispatchers the fire department 
was summoned in this manner: 

1— A person, hopefully within a 
mile of the fire hall, agreed to keep 
someone at home day and night, the 
year around, to answer the phone. 
The number was given to residents 
within the area serviced by this de- 
partment. 

2— When a fire was reported, the 
volunteer raced to the fire hall, acti- 
vated the sirdn and wrote the address 
on a chalkboard. The first qualified 
operator arriving at the hall drove 
the engine to the fire. 

3— Each volunteer firefighter 
hearing the siren went first to the hall 
to determine the location, then to the 
fire.

Five full time positions are the 
minimum necessary to provide one 
person on duty twenty-four hours, 
seven days, the year around . This is a 
condition of 24 hour scheduling, re- 
gardless of the service maintained at 
a stationary post. For a police officer 
on roving patrol, a minimum of 
twelve positions are required to 
maintain one car on patrol during all 
hours, because two and one-half 
hours of reporting, court time, etc 
result from every hour on patrol 

Whenever the necessary millage is 
requested for this service, our resi- 
dents do not authorize it Our police 
department is operating at max- 
imum efficiency within the budget 
provided. 

While I cannot address the other 
issues with equal knowledge and ex- 
perience, I have studied them in de- 
tail. 

It is my belief, they are just as 
irresponsibly and irrationally con- 
ceived and are without credibility. 

What is so totally absurd, however, 
is that our highly qualified clerk.

‘here are teachers... and teachers 
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Wayne man guides his plane to Canadian title

“Gentlemen, start your motors!” 

Hearing those words, Steve Kott Jr 
swings into action There’s not a minute 
to waste since air time accumulates 
valuable points in this game of skill and 
endurance. 

Kott is considered a • specialist" — 
the equivalent of a professional — in the 
art of model airplane flying and recently 
competed in the Canadian National 
Championships and the Academy of 
Model Aeronautics Nationals in Texas. 

In Canada the 37-year-old Wayne resi- 
dent guided his combat plane, a beauty 
constructed from balsa wood with a 36- 
inch wing span and a quarter horsepow- 
er motor, to first place in the control line 
combat. 

Control line combat? 

“That’s a competition between two 
opponents who fight with their planes in 
a kind of World War II combat,” ex- 
plained Kott. “Points are scored by cut- 
ting a crepe paper ribbon attached be- 
hind each plane A kill occurs when you 
knock the entire ribbon and knot off your 
opponent’s plane. The planes are 
travelling up to 110 miles per hour so it ’s 
easy to get the lines tangled. 


“I didn’t fare as well in the navy car- 
rier division,” Kott added “That’s 
more of a finesse event where you score 
points by landing on the deck of a minia- 
ture ship.” 

Kott. a self-employed painter, 
finished in the middle of the pack in the 
prestigious Nationals in Texas, which 
brings together the country ’s best model 
airplane pilots.

“I started building models 25 years 
ago just like a lotta kids,” he recalled 
last week “It’s an expensive hobby I 
remember it costing $1 .50 for a modei . $5 
for a motor and 45 cents a pint for gas 
“Now I build my own planes in the 
basement for under $100. 1 like to com- 
pete in five or six big meets each year — 
it probably costs me $1000 a year to com- 
pete. not including travel (expenses).” 
Kott credits his pit crew, including 


Gary Arnold of Garden City and Steve 
Koffman of Wayne, with helping him to 
victory in Canada Crew members 
assist in such tasks as plane starting and 
refueling, a vitally important assign- 
ment since planes are accorded points 
only while in the air. 

Licensed by the Academy of Model 
Aeronautics in Washington, D C., Kott 
and other participants in the Wayne 
Model Club can be seen practicing their 
trade on Saturdays in Westland's 
Dorsey Park, located near Venoy be- 
tween Palmer and Glenwood Kott said 
he spends at least two to three days per 
week working on his model aircraft, 
which range from gliders to sail planes 
with a 10 foot wing span His next com- 
petitive action will come at a state meet 
in Utica on Sept. 13. 

One of his non-competitive goals is to 
increase the popularity of model air- 
plane flying 

“We need to get some new blood in- 
volved.” admitted Kott. “There are 
plans to start some classes in building 
models this fall. Anyone who thinks they

Ian Hunter provides 
his best work in years 


IAN HUNTER 
"Short Back n* Sides*’ 

(Chrysalis) 

Finally ! After months of anticipation on my part . the 
new Ian Hunter album (or. as I usually say, the Mick 
Ronson album that Ian Hunter sings on) is here at last 
And while it’s not exactly what 1 expected, it’s certainly 
no letdown 

Co-produced by crack guitarist Mick Ronson and 
Mick Jones, the latter being the Clash's guitarist, one 
would expect Short Back n’ Sides’* to be full of great 
sonic power chords and slick leads, but this is not the 
case Oh to be sure, for the few times the guitar is out 
front it’s as hot as can be. but for some (unfortunate) 
reason, this time out Ronson had decided to stay in the 
background more 

But enough of that; on to the positive aspects. 

“Short Back n’ Sides’* contains Ian Hunter’s most 
consistent material since his self-titled debut album 
years ago. Even Hunter’s ballads, of which I’ve never 
been exactly enamoured, sound real good to me this 
time around . and while he’s at his best with good ol ’ rock 
n' roll, Old Records Never Die” is so good the tempo 
doesn’t even matter. 

When Ian Hunter fronted Mott The Hoople. Clashman 
Mick Jones used to hitchhike around England following 
his heroes. So. now that Jones has come into his own. it 
seemed a good pairing, although I was a bit worried that 
Jones may be too much in awe to have much effect on 
the production. 

No chance. The dry, semi-sterile sound that typified 
“Sandinista!” is very much in evidence here, but it’s 


held in check by Hunter’s raw vocals and Ronson s 
rabid playing Only “Theatre Of The Absurd’’ suffers 
from Jones overdose, and with it’s oh-so-trendy ska 
sound, it wasn’t the strongest thing to work with in the 
first place. Still, one clinker out of ten isn’t bad 
America is now home to Ian. as he’s a resident of the 
Big Apple. Fitting then, that the first (and best) rocker 
on the album is a tribute, titled “Central Park N 
West.’’ Simply a diary of things he sees and lives with 
(“The waitresses give me coffee free, on Central Park 
n’ West”), it’s honesty rings true, as does Ronson’s 
guitar work, which is prominent for one of the few times 
on the record 

I particularly like the chorus, where Hunter weaves 
these lyrics around Mick’s licks: 

/ know, I know, / know, I know, l know it's a mess 
Bui you gotta be crazy 
To live in the city, 

And New York City's the best 
“I Need Your Love” is the LP’s first single, and. as he 
did on Hunter’s last hit single, “When The Daylight 
Comes,” Ronson sings the first verse, sounding un- 
cannily like his old band-mate. David Bowie. The song is 
a winner all the way. and for that added commercial 
touch, horns are thrown in (tastefully, I might add) a la 
Mott The Hoople 

My only suggestion for next time would be to cut down 
on the number of guest musicians (everyone from Ellen 
Foley to the rest of the Clash to Todd Rundgren are 
present) , and qf course, to play up the guitar more. But 
as it is, “Short Back N’ Sides’’ is a nearly perfect 
album, and one that I recommend wholeheartedly.

They’re plenty scared, 
but say. “Don’t worry, 
we re O K. as long as we 
stick to the road. ’ Sud- 
denly they look down, 
and they aren’t any- 
where near a road “Uh 
oh,” they mutter 

Uh-oh indeed The 
werewolf strikes with 
savage force. One boy is 
killed, the other only bit 
ten. Of course as any self- 
respecting follower of 
Lon Chaney knows, He 
who r is bitten by a were- 
wolf. becomes a were- 
wolf “ 

Not only will were- 
wolves not stay dead, 
neither will movies about 
werewolves. Recently 
“The Howling” told 
much the same story, 
and with much the same 
special effects. That film 
also shares with An 
American Werewolf in 
London” a tongue-in- 
cheek quality, a cinema- 
tic elbow r in the ribs that 


says, ain’t it fun to be 
scared by this hokum?” 

This is indeed hokum, 
but technically very well 
done One is not expected 
to take this seriously, for 
as soon as the film begins 
we hear Bobby Vinton 
singing Blue Moon. ” 

Later on. w r hen the 
friend killed by the w ere- 
wolf comes back as a de- 
caying corpse to haunt 
his buddy, he tells him he 
should shoot himself to 
destroy the curse. 

• Do 1 have to use a sil- 
ver bullet?” asks- the 
boy /were wolf. Inside the 
heap of rotting flesh the 
eyes roll and the re- 
sponse comes. “Oh. be 
serious, would you.” 

David Naughton plays 
the lead . and many of you 
will recognize him as the 
song-and-dance man 
from the Dr. Pepper 
commercials. Seeing 
him in so horrifying a 
movie is quite a shock, 
but that ’s just what direc- 
tor John Landis ( Anim- 
al House , ’ ’ ‘ ‘Blues 
Brother’s”) intended. 

Landis first film was 
entitled “Schlock.” and 
this is another schlock 
horror film with fine spe- 
cial effects and some 
solid kickers, but its ulti- 
mately predictable and 
silly Landis gives new 
meaning to the term 
“lunacy.”

With Mexican food all the rage (and giving the Italian-founded pizza a 
run-for-the-money ) . it wouldn’t hurt the pocketbook one bit to pay heed to this 
economical seasoning mix we discovered for tacos. 

Rather than paying the rather exhorbitant tab they’ve put on those 1 3 4 
ounces of commercially-packaged stuff, you can just check out the herbs *n 
spices in your pantry and put together your own mixture. 

Washtenaw' County Cooperative Extension is responsible for the following 
TACO SEASONING MIX 
2 teaspoons instant minced onion 
1 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon chili powder 
4 teaspoon cornstarch 

*4 teaspoon dried oregano 
4 teaspoon ground cumin 
*2 teaspoon crushed dried red pepper 
4 teaspoon instant minced garlic 

C ombine all ingredients. Store in a square of aluminum foil (the instruc- 
tions stale) or why not a tighlty-covered jar or Tupperware container 7 
And if you’re into putting your own nachos together (aren't they addic- 
tive 7 ) here's a recipe for the salsa ( Mexican sauce ) which should accompany 
them. 

W'lth everything (practically everything) available in the garden. I flipped 
to the instructions for salsa in my Arizona Cookbook and got two pints of the 
stuff for my efforts. Here 'tis. 

SALSA 

2 cups chopped, peeled tomatoes 
1 stalk celery, diced 

1 onion, diced 
1 green pepper^ diced 
14 teaspoons salt 
1 tablespoon vinegar " 


1 tablespoon sugar 

1 small can green chilies, chopped 

1 tablespoon chili powder 

Combine all ingredients and mix well. If a finer texture is desired, the salsa 
may be put through the blender for just a second ( I preferred the finer texture 
and was very careful with the blender so that I didn’t come up with mush.) 
Cover tightly and chill at least overnight Serve cold with nachos or meat 
dishes. 

And how do you make nachos, you're asking? Well, the Smith-w r ay is mighty 
simple but, remember, you can always elaborate and improvise to suit your 
own taste buds. 

We take a bag of tostitos (traditional flavor) — crispy, round tortilla chips 
— and spread em on cookie sheets. Then we empty a can of jalapeno bean dip 
into a bowl and dilute it a bit ( the juice from a can of green chiles or even some 
pickle juice is great). Then drop dollops of the beans here and there on the 
chips and top with a mixture of grated cheddar and Monterey jack cheese ( or 
cojack cheese for less work) Pop under the broiler until cheese bubbles and 
serve while hot DELICIOUS! 

We had the nachos (and salsa, don’t forget) with bacon-lettuce-tomato 
sandwiches last week and they were a super replacement for the usual potato 
chips one associates w r ith BLT’s 

Now, folks, it’s YOUR turn I need a favor Anyone out there with the 
method for mixing a perfect Margarita? I ’m looking for the kind that’s served 
in southern Arizona and Mexico (at the Cow Palace and Alvira’s, for instance) 
where the tequilla-based cocktail became one of my favorites (and the ONLY 
thing to drink with food from south of the border. ) Give me a call if you've that 
"bartender’s touch ”
